The term ‘feeding a small army’ 
took on a very literal meaning 
when newly trained workers 
from the Council’s Worknet 
scheme served a slap-up 
meal for members of the 1st 
Battalion Grenadier Guards. 

The 18 hospitality students 
put their skills to good use, 
purchasing ingredients from 
nearby businesses before 
planning, preparing and serving 
up a tasty lunch for 40 
hungry guests. 

The idea had been put forward 
by Akona Training, one of the 
Council’s training providers and 
the company who trained the 
eager students, ensuring they 
were equipped with top-flight 
skills and are now more than 
ready to enter and compete in 
the workplace. The guests were 
all veterans of operational tours in 
Afghanistan, some of whom had 
been wounded in the line of duty. 

Hospitality student Tilly 
O’Neill-Sardella, from Chingford, 
told Waltham Forest News: 
“Meeting the soldiers who had 
just returned from Afghanistan 
was an eye opener and an 
opportunity I could never have 
imagined. I felt honoured to 
serve the men who are fighting 
for the good of us all.” 


She added, “ The Akona 
training course was a great 
introduction to the hospitality 
industry and it has opened me 


up to a new career prospect.” 

Worknet is an initiative that 
aims to help Waltham Forest 
residents enter the workplace 
and ensure they develop the 
skills they need. The Worknet 


partnership is led by the Council 
and has support from Jobcentre 
Plus, the Learning and Skills 
Council as well as registered 


social landlords. Delivered 
by providers such as Akona 
Training, residents are trained, 
supported and given interview 
tips, help on crafting the perfect 
CV, on-the-job experience 


and formal qualifications. The 
programme also offers a free 
screening and recruitment 
service to local businesses that 
want to tap into the wealth of 
local talent available.

• The local and parliamentary 
elections are happening on 
Thursday 6 May and it is very 
easy to vote. 

• You can vote by post as 
long as you register to do so 
by 20 April or appoint a proxy 
to vote on your behalf by 
completing the appropriate 
application form by 5pm on 
27 April. To find out more 
contact electoral services on 
020 8496 3000. 

• To vote at a polling station, 
tell staff your name and 
address and they will check 
you are on the electoral 
register and eligible to vote. 

• You will be given a ballot 
paper listing the parties and 
candidates for each election 
you can vote for. It will be 
stamped with an official mark. 

• Take your ballot paper into 
a polling booth so that no 
one can see how you vote. 
Read it carefully and follow 
the instructions. Do not write 
anything else on the paper or 
your vote may not be counted 

• When you have marked 
your vote, fold the ballot paper 
in half and put it in the ballot 
box. Do not let anyone see 
your vote

• Hundreds flock to Waterworks Nature Reserve for fun packed activity day 

• Exotic animals, free activities and arts and crafts enjoyed by visitors 



Fun was had by all at last week’s open day 


More than 700 people 
flocked to the Waterworks 
Nature Reserve and Golf 
Centre last week where 
they enjoyed a host of 
family orientated activities. 

The event at the centre 
in the Lee Valley Regional 
Park, off Lammas Road, on 


Wednesday 14 April, offered 
free activities such as balloon 
modelling, face painting, 

Tri Golf, seed planting and 
the opportunity to get up 
close and personal with 
exotic animals. 

Waterworks Manager 
Angie Oliva, said: “It’s the 


most successful open day we 
have ever had. 

“There were over 120 
children clamouring to play 
Tri Golf and the demand 
was such that we ran eight 
animal shows. “The cafe was 
bursting at the seams. It was 
great to see so many smiling 
faces, including the adults, 
and we can’t wait for the next 
open day.” 

The centre also has a par 
three, 18 hole golf course, 
complete with a driving range 
and golf shop. 

The site is more than 150 
years old and was once 
home to the East London 
Waterworks Company which 
provided drinking water to the 
surrounding boroughs until 
the site was shut in the late 
1970s. 

In 1986 the site was 
handed over to the Lee Valley 


Regional Park Authority and 
has been managed as a 
nature reserve ever since. 

In 2002, one of the largest 
bird hides was built over the 
central well head providing 
the ‘Close Up On Wildlife’ 
experience. Over 322 species 
of plants, 25 species of 
breeding birds and a quarter 
of all British butterflies 
have been recorded on the 
reserve. 

There is also an 
interpretation area within 
the Visitor Centre providing 
information on the wildlife and 
the history of the filter beds.

Gallery craft talk 


Art lovers who’ve not yet 
made it along to the latest 
exhibition at the William 
Morris Gallery have all the 
more reason to do so on 
Thursday 29 April at at 7pm: 
a talk from furniture maker 
Nicholas Hobbs himself. 

Entitled ‘Quiet Hands’, the 
exhibition features a selection 
of works from the Derbyshire- 
based craftsman, pictured 
below, who’s been in the 
business of creating unique 
and individual furniture since 


1993. On display are carefully 
hewn items such as chests, 
cabinets and a chair that can 
be picked up using just one 
finger yet can somehow carry 
a load of 23 stones. 

The career-spanning 
collection features work 
drawn from Hobbs’ various 
domestic, corporate and 
ecclesiastical commissions 
and highlights the relationship 
he maintains with his clients. 

“I like taking risks and 
challenging work as a means 


to develop skills,” said the 
artist. “Much of my technically 
accomplished work looks 
deceptively - and deliberately 
- simple so as to encourage 
its use.” 

Inspired by the arts and 
crafts movement, Nicholas 
uses carefully-selected timber 
and traditional techniques for 
individual pieces as well as 
full-room design schemes. 
‘Quiet Hands’ is his first solo 
exhibition and runs until 6 
June. Entrance to the Gallery 
is free, and tickets for the talk 
itself are available from the 
William Morris Gallery.

Local social workers are 
part of the difference 


• Waltham Forest joins national campaign to recruit more social workers 

• Six months in, huge numbers have applied for jobs across the country 


After a difficult spell in the 
media spotlight, the tide 
may be turning in favour of 
social work once more. 

This will come as welcome 
news for thousands of 
vulnerable people across the 
country, and Waltham Forest 
officers have played their part 
in this change of fortunes. 

In September 2009, the 
borough joined forces with 
the Children’s Workforce 
Development Council to 
help promote social care 


through the national ‘Be the 
difference’ media campaign. 
Now just six months later, 
54,000 people across the 
country have registered to 
become a social worker, with 
a further 52,000 students 
applying to study it at 
university. 

Social worker Emma 
Pattison is one of several 
Waltham Forest officers to 
lend their know-how to the 
‘Be the difference’ campaign. 
She spoke with Waltham 



Forest News to explain her 
involvement. 

“It could be easy to only 
focus on the positive side of 
social work as it is such a 
rewarding job,” said Emma, 
“but to successfully recruit 
people, we needed to be 
honest about the necessary 
skills and the challenges that 
social workers face, so I was 
asked to talk about both 
sides of the job for a video 
on the ‘Be the difference’ 
website.” 

And Emma certainly sees 
both sides in her role within 
the First Response team; 
the first point of contact for 
anybody concerned about a 
child’s safety. 

“In First Response, we 
get around 40 referrals a 
day from the police, health 
workers or family members, 
so you have to be able to 
handle a busy workload 
as well as find the time to 
work closely with families. 
Both aspects of the job 
require specific skills and 
this campaign was about 


attracting the people out 
there who could take this on.” 

But why was ‘Be the 
difference’ needed, for such 
an important job? 

“Social work is not always 
marketed in a positive way, 
so there was a decline in the 
numbers of people applying 
for jobs,” added Emma. 

“What ‘Be the difference’ 
has proved is that when 
you show social work in a 
different light, when you talk 
to the people who actually do 
the job, it really does make a 
difference. 

“Being a social worker is 
a great job - it’s challenging, 
it’s interesting and it’s always 
different. When you know 
you’ve made a significant 
difference to the life of a child 
who is really at risk, all the 
hard work is worth it.”

• Eight week project to lift roof onto London 2012 
Velodrome finished 

• World Champion cyclist checks out the venue to 
celebrate 


British track cyclist Ed 
Clancy, who picked up 
Gold at the Beijing 2008 
Games, visited the London 
2012 Velodrome earlier 
this month, to see the 
structure’s huge roof fitted 
into place. 

Construction work started 
on the Velodrome in March 
2009 and the lifting of the 
cable-net roof took some 
eight weeks to complete, 
as it’s 16km of cabling 
covers a staggering 5,000 
square metres. 


Fitting the distinctive 
double-curved roof, which 
was designed to reflect the 
shape of the cycling track, 
means that work can now 
begin to cover the roof 
and install the outer timber 
cladding of the venue. 

If all goes according to 
plan, the venue is on track 
for completion in early 2011 
which will make it the first 
Olympic Park venue to 
be finished. 

Ed, fresh from being 
crowned World Champion 


at the Track Cycling World 
Championships in March, 
said: “Becoming World 
Champion was an amazing 
experience and a reminder 
of the excitement of racing 
at a major championship 
so it was great to see the 
Olympic Park Velodrome. 

“The Velodrome is already 
shaping up to be a fantastic 
venue and I can’t wait to 
come back here to help 
Team GB continue our gold 
rush in 2012.” 

After the Games, in what 
is known as Legacy, a road 
cycle circuit and mountain 
bike course will be added 
to the 6,000-seat Velodrome 
and BMX Circuit to create 
a VeloPark for the wider 
community. 

The VeloPark will also 
include a cafe, bike hire and 
cycle workshop facilities.

Say no to anti-social 
behaviour this summer 


• Anti-social behaviour targeted as the nights get lighter 

• Residents should not tolerate nuisance problems 


The Council, police and 
housing providers are 
keen to reduce anti-social 
behaviour in Waltham 
Forest because it 
can wreck residents’ 
quality of life. 

Waltham Forest Council 
wants residents to report 
potential problems with bad 
behaviour during the summer 
months to stop them getting 
out of hand. 

As well as causing 
disturbance and distress, anti¬ 
social behaviour can result in 


damage to property and make 
an area less desirable to live in. 

But despite the potentially 
serious effects of anti-social 
behaviour, many people do 
not report issues such as 
graffiti, noise nuisance, criminal 
damage and harassment that 
affect them, and instead hope 
they will go away if they ignore 
them. 

Data obtained by the 
Council shows that this is 
rarely the case and in many 
instances the nuisance 
problems continue, and 


in some cases get worse, 
if nothing is done to 
tackle them. 

In fact, in approximately 
three quarters of cases 
early intervention by the 
police, council or housing 
provider results in the anti¬ 
social behaviour stopping 
altogether without the need for 
further action like the issuing 
of ASBOs or acceptable 
behaviour contracts. 

There is a wide range 
of options available to the 
Council and police when 


tackling anti-social behaviour, 
ranging from mediation to 
enforcement action, and 
few require a complainant to 
appear in court.
